Two agricultural students from 
Lebanon found Tulare county in- 
teresting while on a visit recently. 
As guests of the Extension service 
of the University of California 
they were shown points of interest 
by Wally Schreader of the Tulare 
County Farm Advisors office. They 
also visited some citrus and olive 
groves with Farm Advisor Karl 
Opitz. 

One of the visitors, Fouad 
Mereb, is an owner of a 600 acre 
olive and citrus plantation. The 
other visitor, Adnan Timsah, will 
become director of Lebanon Agri- 
cultura] extension when he returns 
home next year. Both men grad- 
uated-from the American univer- 
sity at Beirut. 

The visitors were particularly 
impressed by the size and produc- 
tivity of citrus and olive trees, 
In Lebanon, they pointed out, it 
is so windy that orange and lemon 
trees must be planted in hedge 
rows. Farmers~keep these trees 


close to the ground to facilitate ' 


harvesting and to avoid wind dam- 
age.
